SPARKS FROM MARK 



One of the catch phrases that was used often by my 
professors and spiritual director in the seminary was 
the call to be “a life-longer of the faith”, which I 
have never forgotten, but at times have taken it for 
granted. 


I was reminded of this when I read an article in this 
Friday’s Rapid City Journal entitled “ Cracking the 
Code R.C. churches debunk misleading tale”. In 
that article Bishop Cupich is quoted saying that he 
has read the book The Da Vinci Code but would 
probably not see the movie, since he does not see a 
lot of movies. It was that comment that hit me. 
Several years ago at a gathering with the Bishop, 
several priest’s mentioned they had watched some 
movie on hockey and Bishop Cupich simply 
replied, perhaps you should read a good book 
instead. The phrase “a life-longer of the faith” 
came to mind. 


At times, it seems that we take our Catholic Faith 
and Tradition for granted. It seems that once we had 
been confirmed we no longer see a need to keep 
learning about our faith and what it means to 
proclaim and live Jesus in our lives. 


The book, and now the movie on The Da Vinci 
Code, which is a fictional story, has caused a 
great deal of concern and doubt about the 
teachings of Christ and the Church. The Da 
Vinci Code is reminder to us of the importance 
of knowing the truth about our faith, scriptures, 
and tradition. As Bishop Cupich says in this 
months article in the West River Catholic A 
secret that is true and worth telling the ... 
“movie provides us with an opportunity to 
speak to others about the faith in the Risen 
Lord. Now, that is a secret that is both true and 
worth telling.” 

In this week’s bulletin there is an insert entitled 
a Catholic response The Da Vinci Code the 
Facts Behind the Fiction of the Best Selling 
Novel and Hit Movie by Our Sunday Visitor. 
Also the USCCB (United States Conference of 
Catholic Bishops) has a great website, 
www.jesusdecoded.com. In addition, the local 
NBC affiliate, KNBN is airing the Jesus 
Decoded program on Sunday, May 21 from 4 
to 5 p.m. 

As you can see there plenty of resources 
available to us so that some great learning can 
take place in the coming weeks about the 
fiction of The Da Vinci Code and some 
wonderful ways to witness to the Truth of the 
Risen Christ in our Life—recommitting our 
selves to be life-long learners of the faith.

♦♦♦ Then Peter responded, "Can anyone 
withhold the water for baptizing 
these people, who have received the 
Holy Spirit even as we have?" (Acts 
10:47) 

♦♦♦ Sing to the LORD a new song, for he 
has done wondrous deeds; (Psalm 
98:1a) 

♦♦♦ In this is love: not that we have loved 
God, but that he loved us (1 John 
4:10a) 

♦♦♦ As the Father loves me, so I also 
love you. Remain in my love. (John 
15:9) 

♦♦♦ It was not you who chose me, but I 
who chose you (John 15:16a) 

Reflection 

♦> Do you feel loved by God? 

♦♦♦ Did you do anything to earn this 
love? 

♦♦♦ Is there anything that you can do to 
prevent God’s love for you? 

♦♦♦ How do you, “Remain in my Love?” 

Remember how St. Augustine tells us about 
seeking God in many places and eventually 
finding Him within himself. Do you suppose it 
is of little importance that a soul which is often 
distracted should come to understand this truth 
and to find that, in order to speak to the Eternal 
Father and to take its delight in Him, it has no 
need to go to heaven and speak in a loud 
voice? However quietly we speak, He is so 
near that he will hear us: we need no wings to 
go in search of Him but have only to find a 
place where we can be alone and look upon 
Him present within us. Nor need we feel 
strange in the presence of so kind a Guest; we 
must talk to Him very humbly, as we should to 
our father, ask Him for things as we should ask 
a father, tell Him our troubles ... Remember 
how important it is for you to have understood 
this truth - that the Lord is within us and that 
we should be there with Him. 1
